Some people seem to think that be- 
cause some man or set of men happen to 
own a printing press, type, ink and white 
paper and be engaged in the business and 
enterprise of publishing a newspaper that 
they should continually and everlastingly 
be roasting somebody, and particularly 
the person or persons for whom the in- 
dividual possessing the opinion has it in 
for.

The 
smart Alec, the know-it-all, the youth and 
the novice all take special delight in the 
roasting program, and when they see 
their mud-slinging efforts in print they 
take great pride in the thought and _ he- 


Kansas City could be stood off for it. We 
wondered then why there was no demand 
upon the part of the people for us to go 
to congress, but now we look back at that 
dim and distant past and wonder why 
somebody, didn’t load up a _ double 
barreled shotgun and give us both bar- 
rels. In those days we were a ‘‘journal- 
ist.”’ Now we are only a newspaper man, 
and no great shakes at that. But we 
would give a million dollars, if we had 
it, if we could really be as smart today 
as we thought we were at 21. 

This continuous roasting business is a 
mistaken policy. It is much like green 
persimmons. Only strangers eat green 
persimmons, and they only do it once. 
Molasses catches more flies than vinegar. 
People pay more and are much more in- 
terested in going to see comedy that 
makes them laugh than tragedy that 
makes them cry. ; 

The Master said: ‘‘Let he that is with- 
out sin east the first stone,’’ and those of 
us who try to heed that divine admonition 
are not shying many rocks.
